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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains ttie following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Claims 1-15, 19 and 20 are drawn to a process for the correcting at least one 
defect in a grain layer of a full-grain leather, classified in class 8, subclass 
115.510. 

II. Claims 16-18 are drawn to a full-grain leather, which comprises on its grain layer, 
at least one defect which has been corrected by applying a plastics filling 
compound to the at least one defect classified in class 8, subclass 94.15. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the process as claimed can 
be used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can 
be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case 
Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be shown to 
be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process for using the product 
as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as 
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claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(h). In the instant case the process as claimed can be used to make another and 
materially different product such as applying a plastics filling compound to the at least one 
defect for clothing, furniture or an automobile parts. 

4. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply:
